Are Shifted in 
New Draft Rule 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—(?) 
Selective Service revamped draft 
classes today preparatory to in- 
ducting into the armed services 
this year every able-bodied male 
between the ages of 18 and 37, 
inclusive, except the following: 

1. Men employed full time in 
essential farming. 

_2. Men irreplaceable in essen- 
tial nonagricultural jobs. 

3. Men whose induction would 
mean “extreme hardship and pri- 
vation” to dependents. 

The changes in classification 
swept away dependency defer- 


'ments for childless married men, 
_added thousands of men to the 


“fathers class,” created a special 
class for men whose induction 
would mean extreme hardship, 
and eliminated altogether the 3-B 
classification established a year 
aro for men with dependents and 


engaged in essential occupations. 


Man Power Commissioner Paul 
V. McNutt, who has general 
charge of selective service, told

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| Russia Beats Back 
Five German Stabs 
After Bitter Fighting 


LONDON, April 13.—(Tuesday) 
(P)—German troops springing. 
fromptrenches launched five heavy | 
attacks Monday at Soviet lines 
before Volkhovo, 80 miles south 
east of Leningrad, and were peat 
en back after losing more than 
2,000 men in a bitter flare-up cl 
hand-to-hand fighting on this long- 
quiescent northern sector of the 
Russian front, Moscow reported | 
early today. 

All the attacks were flung back, 
the last one by a Soviet counter- 
blow, and the Germans left more 
than 2,000 dead on the fields and 
in the trenches after fighting so 
bloody that prisoners were listed 
as only “several dozen” by the 
midnight communique as record- 
ed by the Soviet monitor. 

The waves of German infantry 
swarmed from the long-establish- 
ed trenches five times in assaults 
against Marshal Semeon Timo- 
shenko’s forces, with the last 
charge, supported by heavy artil- 
lery fire, driving a wedge into 
Russian lines. 

Soviet Counterblow. 


“Our men flung the enemy back 
by a counterblow and completely 
restored the former situation,” 
said the communique, adding that.

Expressing the opinion that pas- 
senger rates presented a different 
question from freight rates, the 
majority said passenger traffic in 
recent years had not borne a pro- 
portionate share of the cost of rail- 
road operations.

John L. Lewis, in his criticisms of President 
Roosevelt's “hold the line” order on inflation, 
is guilty of his usual chicanery. He attempts, 
by false argument to confuse the issue and to 
mislead by tricky appeal to biased prejudice. 

Seeking to arouse class jealousy and to 
spread national disunity,’ Lewis asserts, with- 
out basis of fact, that “industry and finance” 
has made profits of six and a quarter billions 
within nine months. If he were honest, he 
would point out that the present income sur- 
taxes on_large earnings, both individual and 
corporate, would take nine-tenths of any such 
profits for the treasury. 

Again, he attempts to gain support for his 
wage increase demands by linking farmers and 
the miners of his union, as sufferers from un- 
halanced economics, whereas it is evident to 
the most cursory thinker that, if the miners 
are permitted wage increases which will 
further accelerate the trend toward inflation, 
the farmers will be the first class to suffer 
by increased cost of supplies and materials 
Into which the cost of coal enter. 

He accuses the presidential order of being 
“too late.’ because, forsooth, he says inflation 
has already begun. ' Does he argue that be- 
rause an enemy has gained a foothold, prompt 
surrender is the only desirable strategy,.that 
no steps should be taken to dislodge that 
enemy? 

It is the old demagoguery which has caused 
more harm to American political and economic 
life than any other evil. Lewis, the unscrupu- 
lous, seeks to appeal to ignorance and preju- 
dice, totally regardless of the welfare of the 
nation. According to his chop logic, he cares 
nothing if the whole nation plunges into the 
dizzy spiral of inflation, just so long as he and 
his particular group can retain one notch of 
advantage over the rest of us. 

President Roosevelt, in his order, told the 
niy program which can Save us from tragic 
currency depreciation and all the mouthings of 
Lewis or of other seekers after special favors 
cannot alter that fact.

These include prosecution of the war 
until the Axis powers surrender unconditional- 
ly; re-establishment of the Republic as the 
only form of government for France; punish- 
ment of all those responsible for the infamous 
Vichy regime; complete and immediate resto- 
ration of the laws of the Republic in all lib- 
erated territory of the French empire, and im- 
mediate abrogation of all Vichy and German 
laws and decrees. 

Further, the group will act as an agency 
of vigilance to sound an alarm should princi- 
ples of the Republic be violated on French soil. 
The committee’s program is an ambitious one. 
Yet it is not too much to anticipate it will be 
carried out. Certainly, it shows that “Vive la 
France!” is still a ringing battlecry.

Fighting Women 
The United States has opened its fighting 
services to women, but only in non-combatant 
roles. The day has not yet come when we train 
our women to bear arms and shoot to kill.

There is, for instance, the case 
of Lily Litviak, of Russia, described as a “pretty, 
apple-cheeked blonde.” 

Lily is a fighter pilot with the Soviet Air 
Forces. She holds the rank of junior lieutenant. 
And recently, in sky fighting over the Donets 
river, Lily brought down her third German 
plane. 

There comes news, also, from Italy of a new 
military law there which will put all over 17 
years of age,-men and women alike, into the 
Army in case of invasion or threat of invasion. 
It will be strange experience for our fighting 
men if they have to face battalions of Italian 
Amazons.

Judge James B. Park 

Death of Judge James B. Park brought to 
a close a long life of service to his state and 
his fellow Georgians. Few men have been 
given such rich opportunity to serve and few 
have held the esteem and love of so many. 

Judge Park, jurist, legisiator and patriot, 
enjoyed the distinction of many achievements 
for the good of the state, but none could ex- 
ceed in value his example of good citizenship. 

For many years a member of the state leg- 
islature, he brought to its deliberations a keen 
and logical mind. He was author of many 
laws which have proven beneficial in opera- 
tion. As judge of the Ocmulgee superior court 
for 28 years, he was known throughout the 
state as a man who combined a rare knowledge

Open insinuations were made in con- 
gress that the President was using this means 
to get General MacArthur out of the way. 


Later Mr. Roosevelt denied that he had ever 
heard of the ban until it was announced by 
the War Department. Since then, Secretary of 
War Stimson, a Republican, has assumed full 
responsibility for the order. It was issued, he 
said, in keeping with the traditional American 
policy that no individual should exercise both 

civil and military authority at the same time. 

Even so usually a well-balanced critic as Senator Vandenberg, 
Republican, of Michigan, was led into a false trail by commenting 
on the order too hastily. He interpreted it so broadly that it would 
apply to the probable fourth-term candidacy of Mr. Roosevelt, 
whereas any casual reading of the order would show plainly enough 
that no such restrictions are imposed. 

But the most flagrant error of

the critics was in giving the ban 


any implications as regards General MacArthur. He is the one man 
in the Army who would be least affected. 

On January 26 next, the South Pacific Allied commander will 
be 64, which is the compulsory retirement age in the armed serv- 
ices. If General MacArthur has any presidential ambitions, which 
he has not, he will be entirely free to pursue them after that date. 
The Army will no longer have any strings attached to him. 

He will automatically retire from service then, unless—General 
MacArthur being willing—the President waives the age limit. 


LOOK RIDICULOUS So the critics are made to look ridicu- 


lous on this score. It may be a moot 
question as to whether the ban on Army candidates went too far. 
A lot of honest people think it does. But that is entirely beside 
the point as regards MacArthur. 

Little more than a year ago the same critics were accusing Mr. 
Roosevelt of keeping General MacArthur on Bataan in order for 
him to be captured by the Japs and thus eliminated as qa presiden- 
tial contender. 

It subsequently developed that MacArthur had been ordered 
out of the Philippines by the President three weeks earlier. 


WILL NOT RETIRE General MacArthur, of course, will not 

retire upon reaching the age limit next 
January. The President will waive the restrictions and he will con- 
tinue to serve in the Pacific until we have knocked the Japs into 
pulp. 

General MacArthur has no ambitions in the direction of the 
presidency; that is, no more than any normal man might be ex- 
pected to have. His one ambition is to get back to the Philippines, 
and then on to Japan. He promised the Filipino people as much 
when he was forced to leave. He is a man to keep a promise. 


WOULD STOP BOOM As a matter of fact, it is known that 

members of the general's staff who 
were back in Washington recently on an official mission brought 
with them instructions from MacArthur to try to stop the presi- 
dential boom being launched in his behalf. 

He realized that it was unbecoming of a military leader to have 
political activites going on in his behalf on the home front while 
he was engaged in fighting a war. Moreover, he was afraid that 
it would arouse jealousies among his colleagues in the War De- 
partment, 

We may reasonably expect, therefore, that if any group of self- 
seekers tries to rally a movement behind the general’s name in the 
coming pre-convention campaign, he will take positive steps to 
squelch it. Already, in fact, he has made a clear-cut public state- 
_— on the subject—last October, when he asked the agitators to 

esist. 
USEFUL YEARS AHEAD At 83, General MacArthur still has 
. a number of useful years ahead 
of him to devote to the country’s service. In the Jast war. for ex- 
ample, both Marshals Hindenberg and Foch, the two opposing mili- 
tary leaders, won their greatest victories at the age of 67. Hinden- 
berg’s victory began at Tannenberg, in East Prussia, when he stopped 
the Russians. Foch’s victory came in 1948, beginning with the 
second Battle of the Marne. 

If there is any lesson to be learned from the latest outburst of 
the critics, it is that they should take a little time off to investigate 
the facts before rushing eagerly into print. Sooner or later the 
public will become bored with them otherwise.

Battles Are Not Won by Making 


It was he who became the champion of 
wealth and of a government which was con- 
trolled by, and for, “the best people,” whom 
he judged to be those of the most wealth and 
property. It was Hamilton who said, “Your 
people, sir, is a great beast.” He did not be- 
lieve in a free ballot. He believed that special 
privilege was a part of government. 

It is odd that Jefferson, born a gentleman, 
educated, cultured, gifted, possessed of property 
and an opportunity to make himself a very 
wealthy man, should have stood out as the 
people's champion against a man born of un- 
known parents in the poverty of one of the 
island possessions of Britain. 

Yet he did so stand out. He never wavered. 
Just as we would have had no constitution 

adopted but for Hamilton, so would we not have had any.rights 
within that constitution but for Jefefrson. The first 10 amende- 
ments “The Bill of Rights,” grew out of his demand for them. 
You may group Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Wilson and Franke 
lin D. Roosevelt as our greatest American presidents. You may 
measure all of them execept the man who now holds that office. 
“A tree is measured best when it is down.” No president is ever 
measured until he is out of office and history has had time to judge 
him. Roosevelt, 10 years in office, is one of our greatest. Until 
finally he is measured one must stand with Jefferson.

MUCH TALK OF DEMOCRACY One 
of “Jeffersonian democe- 


racy.” I note, even, that the chairman of the Republican party 
has suggested that his party is close to the Jefferson ideal. 

That statement, ridiculous as it is, likely was spoken in come 
plete sincerity. 

It has become the habit in this country to talk Jeffersonian de- 
mocracy and to think and practice Hamiltonian privilege, 

It must be kept in mind that Jefferson's essential idea was that 
the welfare of the “people” was the real and final object of all 
social institutions; and that the will of the “people” was the basis 
of all legitimate political arrangements. | 

It amazes me, sometimes, to hear some Republican or Democrat, 
representing the pure Hamilton idea of privilege, make a speech 
in which he urges the country to get back to the old ideal of Jeffer- 
sonian democracy. Jefferson would have harried those persons out 
of government—he did it—but year after year men whose whole 
idea of government is to oppose every piece of social legislation 
designed to improve the general welfare of the people, write and 
speak about “Jeffersonian democracy.” 

It did not seem illogical to those persons, during the early years 
of the Roosevelt administration, to accuse that administration of 
forsaking the Jeffersonian principles. 

Jefferson had just one principle—that was to do what would 
improve the lot of the people. 

That is the root and trunk and branches of Jeffersonian de- 
mocracy. 

You may find in Jefferson, as one may in the Bible. a phrase to 
fit almost any argument. The truth remains that the people and 
their welfare is the “all” of Jeffersonian democracy.

THAT CONSTITUTION 
some of our statesmen to speak of 


the Constitution of the United States as a sacred document which 
must not be touched. 

What did Jefferson say about it? 

He was no friend of what he called “sanctimonious reverence” 
for the constitution. He held, with the constitution, that people 
are more likely to endure wrongs than to right them. He said: 

“Laws and institutions must go hand in hand with the progress 
of the human mind, and that institutions must change with change 
of circumstances, brought about by new discoveries, new truths, 
change of opinion and manners.” 

Indeed, he thought it a good idea to take the constitution every 
20 years and subject it to any changes made necessary by the 
passing of those years. 

There was, he said, one thing unchangeable—“the inherent and 
inalienable rights of man.” 

That can be the answer to those who insist that we “must go 
back” to some ill-defined and unsubstantial “fundamentals.” 

Jefferson, of course, wrote the constitution when we were an 
agricultural nation. More than 90 per cent of all our people were 
farmers. They were not sharecroppers, they were land-owning 
farmers and as such had a part in the production of democracy. 

Jefferson hoped we would never become an urban nation as we 
have become. One must consider that in judging some of his say- 
ings. Urban populations dominate the nation. Jefferson said great 
cities had the same effect on government as sores did on thé health 
of a sick man. 

Yet we have got them. We have got a great industrial nation 
with still more industrial growth ahead of us. 

What would Jefferson say? 

Why, he would)say to change the government to meet the needs 
of new conditions/ new truths, new discoveries so as to make it 
more nearly support and supply those “inherent and inalienable 
rights of man.” : 

That—and that alone—is Jeffersonian democracy.

All sane people know we are fighting because we were ate 
tacked and now must crush our enemies in order to survive as 
free people.

As all the “initials” establishments were spectacularly uncom- 
municative yesterday and no OPA, ODT, WPB, etc., bullletins 
were released, today would be a good time to catch a breath on 
this ration business and answer in print a few questions. 

Take, for example, the first few calls that came in on Walnut 
3876, the Ration Counter telephone yesterday morning. 

At 10 a. m., on the nose, a lady who runs a boarding house 
wanted to know “can I apply for a mumber two book for my 
boarder? He is a defense worker and never has had time to do 
it himself, and I can’t wait any longer.” There are two solutions 
to this problem: number one, have the boarder himself write to 
the ration board requesting « consumer declaration, fill out the 
declaration, and mail it, along with his number one book, back to 
the board, which will then issue him a book; number two, obtain 
a consumer declaration for the boarder, have him fill it out and 
write a note that authorizes you to apply for him, then take the 
whole business, together with his number one book, to the ration 
board at 441 West Peachtree. 

“Has there been any change in?’point values for fruit juices?” 
was the second question of the day. “I run a grocery store, and 
people have been arguing with me that I am charging too many 
points.” A little inquiry revealed that the gentleman had neg- 
lected to obtain a copy of the changed table of point values that 
was issued April 1 for processed foods. Every grocery must have 
one, and the grocer was instructed to apply to his nearest U.S 
post office for one. 


Soldiers on Furlough 


Can Get Ration Cards 


A soldier home on furlough asked the next question: “I heard 
that there’s some provision for guys ‘home on furlough to get some 
sort of ration books. Where can I get one, and what can I get 
with it?” Soldiers (or sailors or Marines or WAACS, WAVES, 
and SPARS, for that matter) can apply to their ration board for a 
food ration certificate that allows them 16 blue points and 16 red 
points a week if they are to be home for more than seven days. 
Sugar, coffee, and gasoline, issued in smaller amounts for longer 
periods, do not come under this ruling, and the service man will 
just have to borrow some from his family during his stay. 

By 10:10 a fourth call came in, this from another landlady— 
“My boarder is moving—do I turn in his ration book to the board 
or what?” No, the boarder will need his ration book wherever 
he goes, unless he’s joining the Army, so she should give the book 
to him. 


The first of our daily dozen calls on country butter jangled in 
a few minutes later—the usual thing: “Must I give points for 
country butter?” Ration Counter answered a firm yes. “But, 
they first said we didn’t have to!” Since March 29 country butter 
has cost eight points per pound, just like “city” butter, and the 
fact that it comes from the cow of the lady next door who has 
“sold it to me for years” makes no difference in its point value. 

Next a call about a lost book—apply to the board that issued it. 


Nurse on Private Duty 


Needs More Gasoline 


“I’m a private duty nurse, and my supplemental ration has run 
out,” explained caller number seven. “I want to apply for another 
supplemental book, but I need more gas than I can get on a “B” 
card, as I have to go around to private homes on my job. What 
do I do?” The nurse would have to take the matter up with the 
ration board who will issue her a gasoline card based on the num- 
ber of miles she has to drive during a month’s work. 


Two more lost book calls, the second of which was a little dif- 
ferent from the run-of-the-mill lost book query in that the ioser 
had been issued the book in Nashville, Tenn. In this case, he must 
write to the board that issued the lost book to apply for a new one. 

Ten-thirty found the Ration Counter answering another ‘‘stock”’ 
question. “Nobody talks about those blue stamps any more. Are 
we still using them? Which ones are good now?” Blue stamps are 
still used for buying processed foods—the red ones ire only used 
for the meat-butter-cheese rationing. Blue stamps “D,” “E” and 
“F” are good now until their expiration date, April 30. 

After another lost book call, another country butter call, we 
heard from another grocery store owner (persons in this occupa- 
tion are the Ration Counter’s biggest customers)—‘‘Is that business 
about point values for sausage being reduced that was printed in 
The Constitution yesterday official?” Yes, the information came 
from the Office of Price Administration in Washington, D. C. Pork 
sausage, wieners, bologna, baked loaves and liver sausage were 
reduced from seven points per pound to six points per pound. 
When such products contain non-meat filler (cereals, etc.) the 
reduction is from seven points to five. This order was effective 
midnight Sunday.

WASHINGTON, Sunday.—In spite of our long trip across the 
continent, I could not resist going to the theater Friday night in 
New York City. Mrs. Henry Morgenthau Jr. had been cre Sonat 
a bond meeting at the Brooklyn Museum, which 
was apparently highly successful. We both 
enjoyed seeing “Oklahoma,” with its tuneful 
songs, charming settings, good dancing and ex- 
cellent cast. 

I think it speaks well for the play that I 
was not in the least sleepy, in spite of the fact 
that I had been up 36 hours straight. As you 
doubtless know, berths in planes are out for 
the duration, so one sleeps comfortably in a 
seat that is tilted back according to one’s pref- 
erence. 

I find it quite amusing to watch other peo- 
ple trying to make themselves comfortable for #& bi * 
the night. One particularly tall boy in uniform right in inane of 
us reminded me of a dog who tries to curl up around his own tail. 
He tried hard to find a way of getting his head down on the arm 
of the seat, but he finally gave it up as impossible, for the seat 
was too narrow. 

Yesterday we left New York City by train quite early and did 
what we thought was a good job of catching up on the mail, but I 
surmised plenty had been held up for us in Washington. I was 
right. 

In thefafternoon I went to a tea given by the Democratic Wom- 
en's Nationa! Council. There was a discussion, during which some 
of the government workers and | talked about conditions of gov- 
ernment work in the District of Columbia. 

In the evening the President gave his second congressional parxy, 
at which I was allowed to receive the guests, but was then dis- 
missed, since only members of congress are allowed, neither their 
wives nor husbands being included. 

This may sound like a sad tale and you may picture a lonely 
figure with nothing to do, sitting upstairs waiting for the party to 
be over, but I assure you nothing of that kind happened. I went 
.gleefully to my desk with the knowledge that working would give 
me at least one or two more hours in which to sleep. 

In an article which I read in “The Standard,” a magazine 
issued by the American Ethical Union, one little sentence struck 
me as something we might remember in our everyday contacts: 
“If all of us would just be steadily and bravely well mannered, 
our folkways would soon.catch up with our creed.” 

' The creed referred to is our democracy as set forth in the Con- 
stitution and the Bill of Rights. While I never thought of it before, 
I think, perhaps, good manners, which really mean true kindness 
of heart, would help a great deal in living in a democratic way.

Hill, read the entire eulogy, which | 
is recited in the novel at the ‘uner- | 
al services for Jonathan Straw- | 
bridge, one of the principal char- |

“There are no words to express | 
the profound sorrow that is in my 
heart, and, I believe, in the heart 
‘of everyone of you,” Dr. Burns 
read from the manuscript. 

“For we are gathered here to-

ory of one who, for many years 
had lived nobly amongst us in this 
beautiful valley, which we all love 
so well. 

“No man ever had more devoted 
friends than Jonathan Straw- 
bridge; and no man was ever more 
deserving of them.

He was a financial- 
ly successful man, yet extremely 
democratic. All persons in his 
eyes, whether of high or low es-| 
tate, were human beings, created | 
by God, even as you and I, and| 
entitled to respect and considera- 
tion. ...
